, the November election. It is a surprising fact that many of the clerks were 
I not aware of the fact, and very few were familiar with their duties in the case. 

1 It is therefore apparent that the people at large are not informed about this 
i matter, and The News deems it a duty to familiarize its readers with the' 
| method. It is one of the most important matters that the voters have had to 
: deal with for many years, and every one should carefully study the subject and 
vote intelligently. 

After detailing tfie political formation of the ballot forthe general election to ■ 
| be held on Noveml*er 7, 1906, Mr. McChesney says: 

I "To the right of the’various column you will have printed on the ballot the 
i proposed amendment to the Constitution, as set out below, in accordance with 
| the provisions of Section 14JV9 of the Statutes: 

"Are you in favor of the following proposed Amendment to the Contsitution. ' 
"Section 147. The General Assembly shall pro¬ 
vide by law for the registration of all persons 
entitled to vote in cities and towns having a pop¬ 
ulation of five thousand or qjore; and may provide ;
